‘Oklahoma. Prof. W. H. Wicks has some 
‘promising early types in his experimental 
beds at the Agricultural and Mechanical 
| College of Arkansas, but none as yet can sup- 
f plant the Bliss Red Triumph. 

Early in the year—January in Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi; February in 
Arkansas and Oklahoma—the first crop is 
planted in much the same manner that is 
so well known in the West and the North. 
The Southern growers use eight to twelve 
bushels of seed to the acre, varying with 
the size of the seed and the method of cut- 
ting. The first crop has new potatoes for 
market consumption along in March, and 
full-sized tubers for the harvest in May in 

Í Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi, and early 
| Јапе in Arkansas and Oklahoma. These 
| аге usually harvested and the second crop 
‘is planted in one single operation. 

| A potato plow in common use for plow- 
ling out the crop has a listerlike mold-board, 
|throwing. the dirt both ways. Pronglike 
extensions, beyond the mold-board sides 
of the plow, assist in throwing vines and 
potatoes to the surface. Alternate rows 
are first dug. Market stock is gathered by 
pickers into wire baskets, leaving the under- 
‘sized tubers in the row about as thick as a 
normal planting would place them. 

When the undug alternate rows are 
plowed out the dirt falling on each side

covers the potato seed of the dug rows. 
After commercial stock is taken from these 
freshly dug rows, a harrow is run over them 
to cover the seed. Thus digging one crop 
plants the season's second crop. In the ex- 
treme Southern States—Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and Flor- 
ida—second planting is delayed until the 
middle of August or the fore part of Sep- 
tember. 

After studying many fields and getting 
the cost of operations from many score of 
farmers, the writer determined the follow- 
ing as the average cost in Oklahoma and 
Arkansas:

This cost is based upon a 100-bushel 
yield. A smaller yield would mean a pro- 
portionate increase in the cost per bushel, 
while a larger yield would give a proportion- 
ate decrease in the average cost. 

During the season of extreme heat, far 
south, seed potatoes are kept in either 








common or cold storage until some time in 
September. They are then planted to be 
harvested in the latter part of November 
or the first of December. 

When the seed of the second crop is 
plowed in at the time of the fir$t-crop har- 
vest, in Arkansas and Oklahoma, the pota- 
toes mature toward the close of October. 
Though this second crop may yield as much 
as the first, it usually falls below that mark, 
depending largely upon climatic conditions 
and whether the farmer has -‘potatoed”’ 
his land. 

“Potatoing” the land is the practice of 
growing potatoes as a crop continuously 
upon a given piece until the food elements 
are so reduced that neither yiéld nor qual- 
ity is satisfactory. 

Where two crops a year are raised the 
effects of potatoing are more quickly seen, 
of course, than where only one crop is 
grown. The “soil miner”” soon exhausts his 
fertility and is forced to renew the elements 
that potatoes require. How can it be done? 
By growing legume crops and by using com- 
mercial fertilizer and barnyard manure, 
well rotted or composted. 

The originator of the Wagon Wheel 
brand of potatoes, Dr. Otto Rogers, of 
Eagle Lake, Texas, and Fort Gibson, Okla- 
homa, has told the writer how he keeps up 
his Texas potato fields. Doctor Rogers is

Determining Fat Percentage.—7. The average percentage of fat shall be determined by dividing the

Identity and Condition of Cow—1., The supervisor should as far as 
possible satisfy himself as to the identity ofthe cow under test; he should 
note upon his report form any sickness of a cow or other condition likely 
to affect the reliability of a test; he should also report any irregularity 
or suspicious occurrence, and in all ways endeavor to conduct a fair test, 


Rules Must be Followed —2. The supervisor is not at liberty to 
decide as to which stipulations contained herein are essential and which 
are not, but is required to observe these directions in all details. 


Seeing Cow Milked—3. The supervisor shall be present at and 
throughout each and every milking during the entire test period of one 
or of two days in each month during the test year. 

Under no circumstances shall more than one cow undergoing test be 


milked at the same time, and the supervisor must In every case be in 
position to observe the milker during the whole milking. 


PREVIOUS MILKING—The Supervisor shall be present at the last 
regular milking preceding the beginning of the one day test and shall 
satisfy himself that the cow is milked dry at that time. He shall note 
the hour at which this milking is made, and the final milking of the 
test must be made at the corresponding hour on the last day of test. 


Weighing Milk—4. The supervisor shall assure himself as to the 
accuracy of the scales used, and they should be graduated to pounds and 
tenths. He shall weigh the empty milk-pail before each milking, and 
after the milking he shall satisfy himself that the pail contains nothing 
but milk drawn from the cow under test; he shall take charge of the пай 
and its contents, weigh the milk given at each milking immediately after 
it is milked, and carefully record the exact weight of the milk. 


Sampling Milk—5. The supervisor shall take a sample of the milk 
of each milking for determination of butter fat immediately upon the 
weighing of the milk, being careful that the milk is thoroughly mixed by 
pouring Irom one pail to another, or by means of a dipper, before taking 
the sample, to insure that it is a fair sample of the whole. Such samples 
must always be securely retained under the absolute control of the 
supervisor, under lock and key if necessary, until tested, and the testing 
shall be proceeded with as soon as convenient after the samples have 
cooled to ordinary room temperature. 


Applying the Babcock Test—6. The supervisor shall apply the 
Babcock test to the milk of every milking made during the test period of 
one day or two days in each month during the test year, making a sep- 
arate test of each milking. He shall determine the percentage of but- 
ter fat in each sample, placing the required amount of milk from the 
sample in at least two test bottles for that purpose, recording the read- 
ings of both bottles. Should the reading of such butter fat show a 
greater variation than two-tenths of one per cent. between two bottles, 
the supervisor shall make another determination of the perentage of but- 
ter fat by two test bottles to correct the previous one. lf the varia- 
tion between the two determinations is not more than two-tenths of 
one per cent., the supervisior shall take the mean between the two 
decimal fractions as the percentage of butter fat upon which he shall 
calculate the total fat in such milk. R sadings of test bottles should 
be made when at a temperature of about 130° F. The supervisor 
shall record in ink the total amount of butter fat shown by the Babcock 
test to have been contained in the milk of each milking.

The supervisor shall determine the welght of each milking and its average per cent of fat separately; 
duplicate, and entering in his detailed report the results of the two determinations so obtained. If 
of solids in the milk, thermometer and lactometer be furnished by his 
alone, he shall bring the temperature of the sample to 60 degrees, or 
both the thermometer and lactometer readings in his detailed report. 


In all states using the composite test, at the close of the monthly test he shall send to his Station a composite-test sample, to which each 
and every milking of the test Shall have proportionately contributed, as a check upon his work; and he:shall make a detailed report of the test, 
over his signature and affidavit, which report shall be sent for certification to the proper officer of the station appointing him, and after certifica- 
tion by that officer Shall, without delay, be sent by him to the office of the Superintendent of Holstein-Friesian Advanced Registry. 

In using the Quevenne lactometer, supervisors should be extremely careful in the reading ‘of both lactometer and thermometer. When 
the temperature reported varies from 60 degrees, the lactometer readings, as reported by the supervisor; will be corrected in this office to a uniform 
60 degree basis; and the average of the lactometer readings so corrected will be taken as the lactomefer reading for the milk of the two-day official] 
test, and as a basis for computing the total solids in the milk for that month as reported in detail by theiowner.

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RULES GOVERNING SUPERVISORS OF TESTS 


Identity and Condition of Cow.—1. The supervisor should as far as possible satisfy himself as to the 
identity of the cow under test; he should note upon his report form any sickness of a cow or other condition

Rules Must Be Followed.—2. The supervisor is not at liberty to decide as to which stipulations con- 
tained herein are essential and which are not, but is required to observe these directions in all details.
